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AN ACT. 

To authorize the sale and conveyance or lease of the 
property of a public utility, together with the fran- 
chises, contracts, good will and other assets of suoh 
public utility, to a purchaser then engaged or pro- 
posing to engage in the business conducted by such 
public utility ; and to authorize the sale and convey- 
ance of the capital stock of a corporation owning 
and operating a public utility to a purchaser, whether 
or not engaged or proposing to engage in the busi- 
ness of such public utiUty, whenever the sale and 
conveyance or lease of the property of such public 
utility, and whenever the sale and conveyance of the 
capital stock of such corporation is consistent with 
the interests of the public ; and to provide for deter- 
mining whether any sale and conveyance or lease 
proposed to be made under the provisions of this 
Act is consistent with the interests of the public. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 
Section 1. The property of a public utility, together 
with its franchises, contracts, business, good will and 
other assets, may be lawfully sold and conveyed or leased 
to, and thereafter lawfully held, enjoyed and operated 
by, a purchaser then engaged or proposing to engage in 
the business conducted by such public utility ; or the capi- 
tal stock of a corporation owning and operating a public 
utility may be lawfully sold and conveyed to, and there- 
after lawfully held and enjoyed by, a purchaser whether 
or not such purchaser is engaged, or proposes to engage 
in the business conducted by such public utility; fran- 
chises, contracts, good will and other assets of such pub- 
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lie utility, or whenever the sale and conveyance of the 
capital stock of such corporation, is consistent with the 
interests of the public. In cases where the property of 
the public utility proposed to be sold and conveyed or 
leased lies within, and the franchises and public duties 
thereof relate to, a sin^e municipality, and in cases 
where such a public utility is owned by a corporation, and 
its capital stock is proposed to be sold, the question 
whether the proposed sale and conveyance or lease is 
consistent with the interests of the public school be de- 
termined by the governing body of such municipality, 
and also by the Railroad Commission of Alabama, and if 
the governing body of such municipality and the Railroad 
Commission of Alabama shall each determine that the 
proposed sale and conveyance or lease, is consistent with 
the interests of the public, their determination shall be 
shown by their approval of* the proposed sale and con- 
veyance or lease ; in all other cases the question whether 
the proposed sale and conveyance or lease is consistent 
with the interest of the public shall be determined by the 
Railroad Commission of Alabama, and if the Railroad 
Commission of Alabama determines that the proposed 
sale and conveyance or lease is consistent with the in- 
terests of the public, its determination shall be shown 
by its approval of the proposed sale and conveyance or 
lease. Provided that thirty (30) days' notice in a news- 
paper published in such municipality of such application 
shall be given before the hearing by the Railroad Com- 
mission. Provided, however, that, if all or substantially 
all of the property and assets of any public utility cor- 
poration is proposed to be sold under the provisions of 
this Act, the same corporate procedure shall be necessary 
as in the case of other private corporations. 

Section 2. Nothing in this Act contained shall be con- 
strued to limit or restrict any right to sell, lease, hypothe-

cate or mortgage any property, or to invalidate any legal 
sale, lease, hjrpothecation or mortgage thereof, where 
the same is legal without reference to the provisions of 
this Act. 

Section 3. Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to authorize the sale and conveyance of property 
employed in the business of commerce among or between 
the States and Territories of the United States or Dis- 
trict of Columbia, contrary to the laws of the United 
States. 

Section 4. Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to authorize or permit any person, firm, associa- 
tion or corporation to use the streets, alleys, avenues or 
public places of any city, town, or village, for the con- 
struction or operation of any public utility or private 
enterprise, without the consent oi the proper authori- 
ties of such city, town or village. 

Section 5. All laws and parts of laws expressly or im- 
pliedly in conflict with the provisions of this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

Approved August 6, 1915. 

AN ACT 

To confer upon the Railroad Commission of Alabama 
jurisdiction over the rates, charges, services and 
facilities of all persons, firms and corporations en- 
gaged in or carrying on for hire, the business of 
telegraph and telephone, either or both. 

Be it enorcted by the Legislature of Alabama : 
Section 1. That all persons, firms and corporations 
engaged in or carrying on for hire, the business of tele- 
phone or telegraph, either or both, shall be, so far as it 
relates to the rates, charges, services and facilities of 
such persons, firms and corporations, under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Railroad Commission of this State. 
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Section 2. The Railroad Commission of Alabama is 
charged with the duty of supervising, regulating and 
controlling such persons, firms and corporations doing 
business as aforesaid in this State, in all matters relating 
to their rates, charges, services and facilities, and of 
correcting abuses therein, by such persons, firms and 
corporations. The Commission shall from time to time in 
the matter now or that may hereafter be authorized by 
law, for prescribing and enforcing the rates and charges 
of railroads in this State, prescribe and enforce against 
such persons, firms or corporations, such rates and 
charges, as may be fair, reasonable and just, and shall 
require them to establish and maintain, all such public 
service facilities and conveniences as may be reasonable 
and just, which said rates and charges, the Commission 
may, from time to time, alter or amend. 

Section 3. All laws, general and special, expressly or 
impliedly in conflict with the provisions of this Act, are 
hereby repealed and this Act shall take effect immediately 
upon its approval. 

Section 4. That the powers and duties of the Com- 
mission to regulate the rates and charges, service and 
facilities herein provided for, shall be limited to the rates 
and charges, services and facilities for the business done 
in Alabama, and shall not apply to any interstate busi- 
ness. 

Approved September 15, 1915. 

AN ACT 

To change the name of the Railroad Commission of Ala- 
bama to the Alabama Public Service Commission, 
and to enlarge its authority, powers and jurisdiction. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 
Section 1. That the name of the Railroad Commission 
of Alabama is hereby changed to the "Alabama Public 
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Service Commission;" that all of the authority, rights, 
powers, duties, privileges and jurisdiction of the Railroad 
Commission of Alabama are hereby expressly conferred 
upon the Alabama Public Service Commission as full as 
if so named in any laws of this State; that all actions 
and proceedings now or hereafter pending in the name 
of the Railroad Commission shall survive; and be con- 
tinued and prosecuted by and in the name of the Ala- 
bama Public Service Commission; and that no rights, 
privileges, immunities or appropriations granted to or 
made in behalf of the Railroad Commission of Alabama 
shall merge, lapse or be lost by reason of such change of 
name, but shall be conferred, transferred, and imposed 
upon the Alabama Public Service Commission. 

Section 2. That the President and two Associate 
Members now elected and serving as the Railroad Com- 
mission of Alabama, be and the same are hereby con- 
tinued in their respective offices until the expiration of 
their several terms, and they shall have and exercise all 
authority, rights, powers, duties, privileges and jurisdic- 
tion, now or which may hereafter be conferred by the law 
upon them as members of the Railroad Commission of 
Alabama, while a<;ting under their new designation as 
President and Associate Members of the Alabama Public 
Service Commission ; and that no authority, rights, pow- 
ers, duties, privileges, or jurisdiction now accorded to or 
exercised by the Railroad Commission of Alabama, shall 
be lost to the President and Associate Members of such 
Commission by reason of the transfer of authority and 
change of name as herein. 

Section 3. That in addition to any powers under the 
laws of this State, now conferred upon or exercised by 
the Railroad Commission of Alabama, the Alabama Pub- 
lic Service Commission, upon which has herein been 
conferred all the authority, rights, powers, duties, privi- 
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leges and jurisdiction thereof, shall have and exercise ex- 
clusive jurisdiction, supervisions and authority over the 
rates and charges, with full power to regulate, supervise, 
and control said rates and charges, of all street railway 
companies, telephone companies, telegraph companies, 
electric companies, gas companies, water companies, 
hydro-electric or water power companies, heating com- 
panies, combination gas and electric companies, combi- 
nation electric and water companies, combination electric 
and heating companies, combination electric, heating and 
gas companies, combination electric, heating, gas and 
water companies, operating or doing business for hire 
in this State, either as a person, firm or corporation, but 
nothing herein shall be construed as a regulation of or 
interfering with interstate commerce ; provided, that the 
provisions of this Act shall not apply to municipally 
owned utilities. That the Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission is charged with the duty of supervising, regu- 
lating and controlling of such persons, firms, and cor- 
porations doing business as aforesaid in this State in all 
matters relating to their rates and charges, and of cor- 
recting abuses therein by such persons, firms or corpora- 
tions. And the Commission shall, from time to time, in 
the manner now, or that may hereafter be authorized by 
law, for prescribing and enforcing the rates and charges 
of railroads in this State, prescribe and enforce against 
such persons, firms or corporation such rates and charges 
as may be reasonable and just, and shall require such 
persons, firms or corporations to establish and maintain 
such rates and charges as may be reasonable and just, 
which said rates and charges the Commission may from 
time to time alter or amend; provided, that where the 
rates or charges have been fixed or prescribed by statute 
the Commission shall not have the power to increase such 
rates or charges ; and "provided further that nothing here- 
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in shall be construed to affect any valid subsisting con- 
tract now in existence; and provided further that noth- 
ing herein shall be construed to affect any future con- 
tract entered into by and between any municipality and 
such person, firm or corporation. 

Section 4. That the Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion shall have general supervision of all persons, firms, 
corporations, operating public utilities, mentioned in this 
Act, shall inquire into the management of the business, 
and shall keep itself informed as to the manner and meth- 
od in which the business is conducted. It shall examine 
such public utilities as often as may be necessary to keep 
informed as to their general condition, their franchises, 
capitalization, rates and other charges, and in the manner 
in which their plants, equipments, and other property are 
owned, leased, controlled, managed, conducted, and oper- 
ated, not only with respect to adequacy, security and 
acconmiodation afforded by their service, but also with 
respect to their compliance with the provisions of this 
Act and any other law or laws, with the orders of the 
Commission and with the charter and franchise require- 
ments. It shall assemble and keep on file available for the 
use of the public, full statistics on the foregoing, as well 
as all other matters or things connected with huch utility 
as is necessary to a full knowledge of their business and 
affairs. 

Section 5. All laws, general and special, expressly or 
impliedly in conflict with provisions of this Act are here- 
by expressly repealed, and this Act shall take effect imme- 
diately upon its passage. 

Section 6. That if any section or provision in this 
Act be declared unconstitutional or invalid, that shall 
not affect or invalidate the remaining sections or provi- 
sions.

SiE: — This Commission submits the following report 
of its acts for the year ending June 30, 1915, as provided 
by law. 

For the purpose of ascertaining traffic conditions dur- 
ing the past year, we make comparison with the year 
ending June 30th, 1914. 

. The number of passengers carried in 1915 was 9,875,- 
166, compared with 12,608,363 in 1914. 

The total income for all roads in Alabama from opera- 
tion was $7,443,777.61 compared with $9,294,956.00 in 
1914, with a total main line mileage of 4,751; giving 
average net earnings per mile of road, of $1,567.00, com- 
pared with $1,981.00 per mile of road in 1914. 

COMPLAINTS. 

The number of complaints to the Commission shows a 
steady increase from year to year, the number for 1915 
exceeding the number for 1914, but a great majority of 
these were disposed of by the Commission without the 
necessity of a formal hearing. 

HEARINGS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

The Commission has had formal hearing in eighty-four 
(84) cases. These have all been disposed of by orders, 
copies of which are attached hereto. 

STATISTICS. 

We include in this* report extracts from the railroads' 
report to the Commission, embracing only such as are of 
general interest. 
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The main line mileage has increased during the year 
60 miles, and we now have within the State 4,751 miles 
of main line including second track ; which with the sid- 
ing and yard tracks (1,684 miles) makes a total mileage 
of 6,435 miles. 

The heavy falling off in business done by the carriers 
of Alabama following the declaration of war in Europe, 
forced them to come to this Commission asking for an 
increase in rate on certain commodities. Following an 
extended hearing in November, 1914, they were granted 
a ten per cent increase on the articles enumerated in the 
Eight Group Acts, as being without percentages, except 
fertilizer and fertilizer material, this increase to expire 
June 30th, 1915. 

Operating conditions in May, 1915; were shown to be 
even worse than during the latter half of 1914, and, after 
another hearing the Commission extended this ten per 
cent increase to expire November 30th, 1915.

The evidence in the cause is most voluminous and a 
wide latitude was allowed petitioners and protestants in 
submitting testimony. Naturally, much irrelevant mat- 
ter is contained in the record. Much of the record is 
taken up with the question of the cost of production of 
the output of the mines and manufactories, and counsel 
insist that the Commission should give consideration to 
the facts pertaining thereto. 

The question for the Commission to decide is solely 
that of reasonable rates. Therefore, we will consider 
first the proposed advance of five (5) cents per ton from 
the mines of the Maryland Coal & Coke Company and 
the mines of the Empire Coal & Coke Company to Bir- 
mingham : 

Docket No. 786 : 

The St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, the 
petition in this case, seeks by creating an additional 
group of mines of the above named corporations, to ad- 
vance the present rate. The above named mines at pres- 
ent time being in Frisco Group One (1), and the rate 
from all mines in said group being thirty (30) cents per 
ton to Birmingham.

The mines — ^the proposed Group Four — are located on 
a branch line of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad, 
and, are approximately 36 miles distant from Birming- 
ham. 

The evidence does not disclose that the present rate is 
unreasonably low or uncompensatory, but, on the oth^r 
hand tends to support the contention of protestants that 
the rate is fair and compensatory. To burden the mines 
in question with a differential of five (5) cents would 
work an undue hardship upon the successful operation of 
these mines. The facts are disclosed in the record (See 
testimony of Frank Nelson, Jr., and H. F. DeBardeleban) 
that the present rate is an open rate and the whole public 
is benefited thereby, and that under this rate the carriers' 
tonnage and revenue has constantly increased. 

There appears to be no good reason for the advance, 
and, therefore, the petition is denied and the case dis- 
missed. 



Docket Nos. 836, 813, 842, 839 and 845 : 

In the matter of the petition of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company, Southern Railway, Ala- 
bama Great Southern Railroad Company, Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Company, Central of Georgia Railway 
Company, et al., for an increase of 10 cents per ton from 
mines to Birmingham, the question is upon the reason- 
ableness of the rate asked. 

A city or locality is entitled to its natural advantages. 

It appears that the coal rate to Birmingham was origi- 
nally established when there were but few mines open, 
and they were contiguous to Birmingham, and these 
mines constituted a group from which these rates applied. 
Subsequently, in the course of developments, this area or 
zone, was largely extended by the opening of other mines 
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located a greater distance from Birmingham. Still the 
original rate continued to apply from these further dis- 
tant mines. At the present time, under this method of 
grouping, the average distance that cosil is hauled into 
Birmingham is much greater than it originally was when 
the rate was first established. 

The Commission recognizes that a greater haul would 
naturally entitle the carrier to a greater compensation 
therefor. But the Commission cannot agree to this 
method of the carrier in extending the group rates origi- 
nally established to mines not so favorably located, to the 
detriment of mines forming the group contiguous to Bir- 
mingham. 

The question of re-grouping is not before the Commis- 
sion, and, it, therefore, makes no decision thereto. 

The present rate of thirty (30) cents per ton is a rea- 
sonable rate and an advance in the rate is not justified, 
therefore, the petitions are denied and the cases dis- 
missed. 



Docket Nos. 815, 812, 837 and 814 : 

In the matter of the special, preferential or discrimina- 
tory rates, now in existence in the Gadsden- Anniston- 
Talladega Districts and Birmingham District : 

The legality of these special rates is based upon Sec- 
tion 141^4, an Act approved November, 1907. The stat- 
ute in question does not authorize the Commission, of its 
own motion, to establish like rates, but simply permits 
the Commission to approve rates to be put in by the car- 
riers, under certain conditions. Under the law authoriz- 
ing special rates, the Commission has no greater author- 
ity to require their continuance than they have to estab- 
lish said rates primarily. No city, town or manufactur- 
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ing enterprise can demand a preferential rate, under this 
section, nor can the Commission compel the putting in 
of a preferential or special rate. Besides, it is bad policy 
unless extended to every industry of a similar charactier 
throughout the State. (The Conmiission cites its order 
of January 2, 1911, Docket 638.) 

The history of the industrial rate was brought out in 
the hearing of petition of the Chamber of Conmierce of 
Selma v. Southern Railway Company, et al. (See record 
in Docket No. 727, pages 52-54, testimony of Mr. Simp- 
son.) 

Futher evidence relative to the history of the rates in 
question is shown in the record in these cases, and said 
evidence tends to show that the 50 cent rate on coal has 
been in existence for a number of years ; that originally 
the rate was put in for blast furnaces, and later for cast 
iron pipe manufactories, and later the rate was extended 
to various enterprises using coal for steam purposes. In 
fact, the record discloses that in one instance the rate was 
to the operator of a cotton gin. 

The petitions contend that the rates are discriminatory 
as against the other cities located without this district; 
and it is an admitted fact that this rate is not open to the 
public, and, therefore, discriminates between citizens of 
the same cities, and towns. 

Petitioners further claim that the rate was forced in 
the first instance by competition and the rate is unreason- 
ably low when compared with. rates to other cities and 
towns. 

Petitioners further claim that the rate was forced in 
the first instance by competition and the rate is unreason- 
ably low when compared with rates to other cities and 
towns, within the State, similarly situated. 

Cotton seed oil mills, ice factories, fertilizer plants, cot- 
ton mills, and other like industries, enjoy this low rate. 
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to the dertiment of like indutsries located outside of this 
district or zone. These industries are local in their char- 
acter and throughout the State many like industries are 
located that do not have the advantage of the rate in 
question. The discrimination, therefore, is a gross dis- 
crimination against the local ind/ustries located outside of 
this zone. The only instance where this discrimination 
between the industries of similar character throughout 
the State does not exist in applying these special or pref- 
erential rates, is to pig iron furnaces and to steel plants. 
The evidence showing that these relative rates apply, 
based upon distance, to all pig iron furnaces and steel 
plants within the State. 

It is a well recognized principle that special or prefer- 
ential rates, given by the election of the carrier, may 
result in the upbuilding of one section of the State, to the 
dertiment of other sections; or to the fostering of the 
business of certain firms or individuals, in the favored 
section to the dertiment of other firms or individuals in 
other sections. This principle is emphasized by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in the case of Douglas v. 
C. R. I. & P. Ry. Company, 21 1. C. €. 97, 102 : 

"The privileges which are withdrawn are of great 
benefit and profit to the complainant. 

It has built up an important business thereunder, 
and, of course, it has hoped for a continuance of these 
privileges, but a privilege, savoring as it does of a 
gratuity, however, valuable and beneficial and how- 
ever difficult of relinquishment, cannot, as a matter 
of law, be continued by this Commission unless the 
original granting of the privileges rested on some 
legal obligation, which, under the law, affords 
grounds on which the Commission could, as an origi- 
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nal proposition, require that it be granted, or, if dis- 
continued, order it restored.'

In view of the evidence adduced, and all the circum- 
stances, the opinion of the Commission is : 

First : That there exists no good reason for the con- 
tinuance of special coal rates, except as applying to pig 
iron furnaces and steel plants. 

Second : That rates are discriminatory. 

Third : That the coal tariffs for the entire State show 
that the normal rates on coal are reasonable and equit- 
able, and, below the prevailing rates obtaining elsewhere, 
with few exceptions. 

It is therefore ordered, That the carriers in these sev- 
eral cases, be, and they are hereby ordered, to publish 
and put in effect on their several lines to all points within 
the State of Alabama, only such rates on coal as may be 
open to the public, but not higher than the present rates 
on coal that are now open to the general public, provided, 
that the present rates on coal now obtaining to pig iron 
furnaces and steel plants be continued in effect, and be 
applied to such pig iron furnaces and steel plants as are 
now located throughout the State.

The Commission, in a previous consideration of this 
case, granted application of petitions and ordered in a 
lower rate than that prevailing. 

In the opinion rendered by the Commission at that 
time, it cited Decatur and Selma as being similarly situ- 
ated, and its order was based upon the rates granted 
Decatur. 

In the original testimony, there was nothing before 
the Commission showing why the Decatur rates of 75 
cents was established. The original application was 
based upon the special rates that were prevailing in the 
Talladega and Anniston Districts. 

Upon a re-hearing, the testimony from the coal opera- 
tors and the railroads established the fact that there was 
competition from mines without the State that fixed 
the Decatur rate of 75 cents. This being true, Decatur 
and Selma are not similarly situated, and the basis upon 
which the former opinion was written was the wrong 
assumption, therefore, the former order of this Conmiis- 
sion, of December 1st, 1913, is recalled. The Selma peti- 
tion in this cause is considered in connection with the 
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other petitions before the Commission, asking for a re- 
duced rate on coal. 

The railroads have established Groups in the mining 
districts for the. purpose of equalizing rates from the 
mines to the different sections of the State. If the group- 
ing of mines is the correct principle, the grouping of 
Idealities should also be correct so that there be no dis- 
criminations practiced, or disadvantages incurred by the 
industries located in the different sections of the State. 
This has opened up a broad field for making rates on coal ; 
while the'Commission believes that a mine in the closest 
proximity to any particular locality should be given a 
rate to such locality in accordance with the distance, we 
do not believe that it is to the interest of the consumer of 
coal, that a rate from some particular nearby mine or 
group, should be such as to exclude other mines in the 
cold fields from competing for the coal trade of such 
consumers. As to how these rates should be based, when 
the distance is increased, the Commission has not deter- 
mined. Whether the mines should be constituted into one 
general group with a mileage for rate-making purposes 
commencing with the center of the group, and reckon to 
the center of the zone, in which the consumer is located, 
or whether the grouping of the mines be, as at present, 
and the rates based on the mileage from such groups to 
each locality. We are inclined to believe that the former 
would be the correct principle. The coal rates as a whole 
in Alabama, are lower, as disclosed by the records, than 
those prevailing in other States, with some few excep- ' 
tions, and those exceptions which have higher rates, can 
be adjusted on special application. 

Therefore, the Commission dismisses the case, and 
it is so ordered. December 21, 1914.

The petition prays that the defendant railroad com- 
panies be required to make and maintain a physical con- 
nection between their respective tracks at or near At- 
more, Alabama, so that cars may be transferred from 
one road to the other and traffic interchanged between 
said roads. 
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After careful consideration of the evidence adduced 
in the case and of the briefs presented by parties, this 
Commission is of the opinion that the following facts 
are shown to exist : 

1. That each of the defendant companies is a common 
carrier and is operating a railroad subject to the provi- 
sions of Article six, of Chapter 129 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1907. 

2. That the road of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company runs through the town of Atmore, Alabama, 
and that of the Gulf, Florida and Alabama Railway Com- 
pany runs near enough thereto to receive freight traffic 
from said town ; that the tracks of the said roads are of 
the same gauge ; and that in the judgment of the Commis- 
sion it is reasonably practicable for said companies to 
put in with safety and maintain a physical connection 
between their respective tracks by switch and at grade 
at a point north of the tracks of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad and east of the tracks of the Gulf, Florida 
& Alabama road; also at a point within the corporate 
limits of said town should the Gulf, Florida and Alabama 
Railway Company change its line of road, as it now con- 
templates doing, so as to run through said town, so that 
cars may be transferred from the said one road to the 
other and there may be an interchange of traffic between 
them; that such physical connection and interchange of 
traffic will furnish sufficient business to justify its con- 
struction and maintenance; that the rights of way can 
be obtained by condemnation or purchase on reasonable 
terms; that such track connection is necessary for the 
in cities of traffic and that the merchants doing business 
in cities in Alabama, and persons doing business along 
the line of the said Gulf, Florida & Alabama Railway 
Company north of Atmore have offered, and have long 
been ready and willing to furnish freight traffic to and 
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from said points from and to said points on the road of 
the Gulf, Florida & Alabama Railway Company. 

3. That the merchants of Alabama have for many 
years done business with and made shipments to and 
received shipments from, points now touched by the Gulf, 
Florida & Alabama Railway, but that since the building 
of said railway, it is impossible for them to make or 
receive such shipments from most of said points for 
want of physical connection and of traffic facilities inci- 
dent to the physical connection now prayed for, and that 
the expense and incoavenience of transferring passen- 
gers and freight from the respective stations of said roads 
at and near Atmore is prohibitive of travel and traffic. 

4. That that part of the territory served by said Gulf, 
Florida and Alabama Railway which lies in Alabama is 
fertile and capable of great development, and, that the 
establishment and maintenance of such physical connec- 
tion would result in a largely, increased volume of busi- 
ness for both roads and the development of the country 
along the new road of the said Gulf, Florida and Alabama 
Railway Company. 

5. That the failure to put in such physical connection 
operates as a discrimination in favor of Pensacola, Flor- 
ida; and against important points in Alabama, whose 
merchants and citizenship have already suffered, and will 
increasingly continue to suffer, great pecuniary loss 
therefrom. 

6. That the Gulf, Florida and Alabama Railway Com- 
pany has in contemplation a change of grade and prob- 
ably re-location of its line of road at Atmore, Alabama, 
but that the nature of the change, if any, and of the time 
within which it will be done is undetermined and indefin- 
ite. 

The premises considered : 

It is ordered and adjudged, That the LoUisville & 
Nashville Railroad Company and the Gulf, Florida and 
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Alabama Railway Company, within four (4) months 
from the date hereof, make and maintain, at their joint 
and equal expense, a physical track connection between 
their respective tracks at or near the town of Atmore in 
the State of Alabama, in the angle of said roads lying 
northwardly of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany and eastwardly of the Gulf, Florida & Alabama Rail- 
way, and, thereby and thereafter afford all reasonable and 
proper facilities for the interchange of traffic the one 
with the other. 

It is further ordered, That each of said defendant com- 
panies shall afford reasonable and proper facilities for the 
interchange of cars and traffic between them and for the 
receiving, forwarding and delivering of passengers, prop- 
erty and cars to and from their respective lines for the 
movement of such traffic, to the best of its ability with- 
out discrimination in favor of or against any shipper.

The main question involved in these cases is whether 
or not the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company has, 
in publishing its Tariffs G. F. 0. 2229 and G. F. 0. 2230, 
complied with the order of this Commission dated August 
13th, 1914, in Docket No. 795, entitled, "Railroad Com- 
mission of Alabama v. Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company," and, if it has, then whether or not the rates 
so put into effect are now deemed by the Commission just 
and reasonable. The order of this Commission citing the 
defendant company before it, dated March 3, 1914, reads 
as follows : 

"You are hereby summoned to appear before this 
Commission to show cause why this Commission 
should not adopt and make effective for your respec- 
tive roads an equitable and reasonable schedule of 
freight rates." 

At the hearing held pursuant to this citation, after the 
defendant company had been given full opportunity to be 
heard, this Commission adopted a schedule of rates on 
commodities therein named as reasonable rates for the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company to observe on 
its lines of road between points within Alabama, and it 
was ordered : 

"That the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany publish and make effective the attached sched- 
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ules of rates on commodities named, between all 
points in Alabama on its 'own lines ; also the schedule 
of rates on the conmiodities named applicable be- 
tween all points on other lines of railways in Ala- 
bama, and all points on its own lines of railway in 
Alabama." 

. It will be noted that the said schedules are captioned 
as ^'Maodmum Rates." 

Said order also contained the following specific instruc* 
tions : 

"Instructions. 

''The rates in the attached schedules on articles 
named take precedence over rates on the same arti- 
cles published in any Mileage Tariff of the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad Company wholly within the 
State of Alabama and where the transportation ser- 
vice is entirely within the State." 

"JOINT RATES. 

"The rates to and from junction points of the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company applicable 
to traffic moving between stations on its line and 
stations on other lines within the State of Alabama 
where the shipment does not pass beyond the State 
of Alabama while in transit, will be ten (10) per cent 
less than the schedule of rates hereto attached, ex- 
cept upon shipments of fertilizer, which is subject 
to no deduction, where lower rates are not otherwise 
published or provided" 

* 

The records of this Commission in said cause, and the 
evidence adduced, before us, establish clearly to our 
minds: 
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First . That the tariff rates of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad* Company in effect on its intrastate business 
at the time of said citation and order were not just and 
reasonable. 

Second. That the rates on the commodities named in 
the schedules adopted by it were to be used in lieu of and 
were to take precedence over rates on the same articles 
published in any Mileage Tariff of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad Company of prior date, but were not to 
supersede the rates published in other than mileage tar- 
iffs of the said Louisville & Nashville Railroad Confpany. 

Third, That the rates to and from junction points ap- 
plicable to traffic moving between stations on its line and 
stations on other lines within the State, were fixed at ten 
per cent less than the schedule adopted by it, **where 
lower rates are not otherwise published or provided for.** 

Fourth. That the rates put into effect by the defend- 
ant company by its Tariffs G. F, O. 2229 and 2230, under 
the influence of Rule as therein embodied, were not in 
accordance with the letter or spirit of the order of the 
Commission, that established these rates. 

The defendant company contends that it had no strict- 
ly mileage tariff in effect at that time and that in omitting 
any reference to mileage tariffs in its Rules to Tariffs 
G. F. 0. 2229 and 2230, it conformed to the instructions 
of this Commission contained in its said order of August 
13, 1914. 

But we consider this contention without merit and hold 
that said company then had in force tariffs that 'were in 
substance Mileage Tariffs. 

It is, therefore, ordered, That said Rule 1 be annulled 
and disallowed, and that in lieu thereof, the following 
rules are prescribed as being in compliance with said 
order of August 13, 1914, viz : 

To Tariff G. F. O. 2229 : Rule 1 : 
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The rates named herein must be applied between all 
points proper in Alabama on the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad and take precedence, as such, over the rates 
published in any Mileage Tariff of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad Company, but will not supersede the rates 
carried in other tariffs of this Company that were in 
effect on August 13, 1914, on any of the articles named 
herein. 

To Tariff G. F. 0. 2230 : Rule 1 : 

The rates to and from junction points of the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad Company applicable to traffic mov- 
ing between stations on its lines, within the State of Ala- 
bama, where the shipment does not pass beyond the State 
of Alabama while in transit, will be as herein specified, 
except where lower rates are not otherwise published or 
provided. 

It is hereby ordered, That any other rules incorporated 
in said tariffs shall conform to the rules above specified 
herein. June 7-9, 1915. 
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To His Excellency, 

Chas. Henderson, Governor. 

Sir: — The Alabama Public Service Commission sub- 
mits the following report for the year ending June 30th, 
1916, as provided by law. 

On September 25th, 1915, your Excellency approved 
Senate Bill No. 803, which changed the name of the 
"Railroad Commission of Alabama," to the "Alabama 
Public Service Commission," and enlarging the powers 
and duties of the Commission, giving it the same juris- 
diction over public utilties in the State which it had for- 
merly exercised over common carriers. 

The Act changing the name of the Commission and en- 
larging its duties and powers, has necessarily brought to 
the Commission a large number of complaints and has 
added corresponding responsibilities and duties. 

The Commission is charged with the duty of ascertain- 
ing, by reports, the financial and physical condition of 
properties of all public utilities in Alabama, and this duty 
has been discharged, so far as it is possible under present 
conditions, reports having been secured from such utili- 
ties and are kept on file in the office. 

All complaints relative to rates and service of public 
utilities have been properly handled, and, in most cases, 
brought to a satisfactory conclusion without the neces- 
sity for formal hearing. 

The law giving additional powers and duties to the 
Commission, did not provide additional funds for thor- 
oughly carrying out the evident purpose of the Legisla- 
ture, and such lack of funds has prevented the Commis- 
sion from instituting expert investigation of service and 
charges in many cases where it may have desired to do 
so. It has, however, made every effort consistent with 
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funds in hand and has been of service to the public in 
preventing discrimination and excessive rates. 

in addition to the bill changing the name and enlarg- 
ing the powers and duties of the Commission, the last 
Legislature passed two separate Acts which have in- 
creased materially the duties of the Commission. 

Senate Bill No. 654, approved by your Excellency, on 
August 6th, 1915, made it the duty of this Commission 
to determine the "interest of the public" where public 
utilities desire to change ownership or merge. A num- 
ber of these cases have been heard and their results set 
forth in another part of this report. 

House Bill No. 1025 approved by your Excellency on 
September 25th, 1915, makes it mandatory on mining, 
manufacturing, quarrying corporations to secure author- 
ity of this Commission before instituting condemnation 
proceedings to acquire land for ways, rights of way, for 
railways, tram-ways, canals, aqueducts, tunnels, under- 
ground passages and roads. A number of these cases 
have come before the Commission. 

RAILROADS. 

The railroads of Alabama for the year ending June 
30th, 1916, made decided gains in earnings over the 
previous fiscal year. The total net railway operating 
revenue for the year ending June 30th, 1916, was $10,- 
909,677.54 as compared with $7,443,777.61 in the previous 
year. 

The number of passengers carried was 9,850,198 as 
against 9,875,166 for the previous year. 

HEARINGS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

The Commission had formal hearing in 62 cases during 
the year; these were disposed of by orders, copies of 
which are attached. 
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A great number of complaints were disposed of with- 
out the neeessity of a formal hearing, and, their disposi- 
tion is shown and made a part of this report. 

There were forty (40) miles of main line mileage ^dded 
during the year, giving 4,791 miles of main line and sec- 
ond track, which added to 1,730 miles of siding and yard 
track made the total mileage in Alabama 6,521 miles. 

The net railway operating revenue per mile on June 
30th, 1916, was $2,068.00 per mile, while for the year 
ending June 30th, 1915, it was $1,567.00 per mile. 

Attached and made a part of this report will be found 
abstracts and statistics of such roads as would be of 
general interest.

RULES OF PRACTICE 



I. Regular Sessions. 

The regular session of the Commission for hearing 
contested cases will be held at its office in Montgomery, 
Alabama, on the first Monday in each month, and con- 
tinue from day to day thereafter, if necessary, until the 
business of each meeting is finished. But if the day above 
designated for such meeting shall at any time fall upon 
an election day, or legal holiday, then the meeting shall 
be held upon the day following. 

Special sessions for receiving, considering and acting 
upon petitions, applications and communications, or any 
business of the Commission may be held at any time at 
the pleasure of the Commission. 

II. Special Sessions. 

Special sessions may be held at other places, when, in 
the judgment of the Commission, the public interest re- 
quires it. 

III. Complaints and Petitions. 

All complaints, applications or petitions must be print- 
ed or written (or partly printed and partly written), 
setting forth succinctly the subject matter of complaint 
or application and can be either in the form of letter or 
I)etition. The name of the carrier against which com- 
plaints made should be stated in full, and the address 
of the complainant or petitioner, together with the name 
and address of his attorney, if any, must appear upon the 
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complaint or petition. All complaints or i)etitions must 
be signed by the complainant, petitioner, or counsel, and 
addressed to the Commission or any member thereof. 

IV. Service of Complaint or Petition. 

The Commission will cause a copy of the complaint or 
petition to be served personally, or by mail, in its discre- 
tion, upon each carrier against which relief is sought, 
with notice to plead to or answer the same within the 
time specified by the Commission. Before serving notice 
on the party complained of to appear before the Com- 
mission, the Commission may negotiate with the defend- 
ant with the view of having the cause of the complaint 
removed without the expense of a formal hearing. 

V. Pleadings and Answers. 

A carrier complained against must plead or answer 

within such time as required by the Commission. The

time prescribed in any case may be extended, upon good 
cause, shown, by order of the Commission. All plead- 
ings and answers must be filed with the Clerk of the 
Commission, at its office in Montgomery. All answers 
must admit or deny the truth of all material allegations 
of the complaint or petition and may set forth any addi- 
tional fact material to the issue.

That the said Alabama Great Southern Railroad be 
placed in second class instead of third class, and in plac- 
ing said Alabama Great Southern Railroad in second 
class, it is understood and ordered that in carrying the 
rates of what is known as the "Group Commodity Acts" 
the said Alabama Great Southern Railroad shall amplify 
said articles as set out by the Southern Railway Com- 
pany in its local tariff 5-B. Dec. 13th, 1907. 



ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILWAY. 

Reclassification, 

After extensive correspondence and informal discus- 
sions, this Commission failed to ratify agreement entered 
into by the Governor and the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road as to the change of the classification of said road. 
This Commission, however, formulated a new agreement 
which was authorized and signed by the President of the 
Commission and forwarded to the President of the At- 
lantic Coast Line Railroad who also agreed to and signed 
said new agreement, as herein below set out: 

Memorandum of agreement by and between the Hon- 
orable B. B. COMER, GOVERNOR OF ALABAMA, AND 
THE HONORABLE RAILROAD COMMISSION OF 
ALABAMA, acting for the STATE OF ALABAMA, and 
T. M. EMERSON, PRESIDENT OF AND ACTING 
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FOR THE ATLANTIC COAST LINE RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

First. It is hereby understood and agreed by and be- 
tween all the parties to this agreement, that the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company shall have the right and 
authority on and from the first day of January, 1908, to 
establish and maintain on its road in Alabama a straight, 
local intra-state passenger rate of 2% cents per mile or 
fraction of a mile ; but not be required to accept a single 
fare for less than five cents. 

Second. In the case of persons riding on the trains 
of said railroads who have not provided themselves with 
regular tickets, the railroad company shall have the right 
and authority to charge and collect from such person at 
the rate of 3 cents per mile, or fraction of a mile. 

Third. It is further understood and agreed that if 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company shall here- 
after voluntarily, or as the final result of litigation, put 
into effect in Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina 
or Georgia a first-class intrastate straight local pas- 
senger tariff of less than 2% cents per mile then the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company shall put in the 
same rates as the straight local for intrastate passenger 
fare on its lines within the State of Alabama ; except that 
in no event shall the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany be required to put in, in the State of Alabama, an 
intra-state straight local rate for the transportation of 
persons at less than 2^4 cents per mile. 

Fourth. It is further understood and agreed between 
the parties hereto that the putting by the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company in any of the States hereinbefore 
named, other than Alabama, of a rate less than 2% cents 
per mile, brought about by the institution of a suit or 
suits, or pending litigation in any one of the said States, 
or by order of any railroad commission, is not to be un- 
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derstood and considered as the putting in of such rates 
voluntarily, or as the final result of litigation, unless such 
rate or rates so put in are afterwards agreed for any 
cause to be maintained permanently. 

It is further understood and agreed that the putting 
in of special rates, such as excursion rates, second class 
rates, or mileage books, at less than 2% cents per mile, 
in any of the States named, shall not, under any circum- 
stances, be understood or considered as the putting in 
of a rate in any of the said States which shall require 
the 2% cents per mile intra-state straight local rate in 
Alabama to be reduced. 

Fifth. It is further understood and agreed that the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company in consideration 
of the rates authorized to be charged and collected, as 
hereinbefore and hereinafter described, shall issue and 
put on sale mileage books of the denomination of 500 
miles at the rate of 2V^ cents per mile, to be used by the 
head of the family purchasing such book, or the imme- 
diate members thereof living in the State of Alabama, 
the names of such purchaser and such members of the 
family be inserted in such book, and that the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company shall also issue and put 
on sale mileage books in the denominations of 1,000 and 
2,000 miles respectively, at the rate of 214 cents per mile, 
good only for the use of the purchaser thereof, whose 
name shall be inserted in such book at the time of pur- 
chase. Such books and each of them shall be good for 
one year from date of purchase and only good for travel 
on the lines of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany in the State of Alabama. 

Sixth. It is further understood and agreed between 
the parties to this agreement that, effective on the 10th 
day of December, 1907, the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company has the right and is authorized to charge and 
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collect and will charge between points on its line in the 
State of Alabama on the commodities named and speci- 
fied by the statutes of Alabama passed at the last extra 
session of the Legislature of Alabama, as Senate Bills 
Nos. 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34 and 35 duly approved, not 
more than the same mileage rates as provided for rail- 
roads placed in Class Three by said acts and the said 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company is hereby placed 
in Class 3, as provided in said Group Acts above men- 
tioned. Provided, however, that the Atlantic Coast' Line 
Railroad Company shall in no instance charge higher 
rates on commodities as mentioned in above Senate Bills 
than were effective on the lines of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad within the State of Alabama, on January 
1st, 1907. 

Seventh. It is, however, further understood and 
agreed that, if, on trial, any one of the commodity rates 
named in the above acts of the Alabama Legislature, or 
the passenger rates named in this agreement, that is 
any one or more or all of said commodity or passenger 
rates, shall be found to be unreasonably low, the Rail- 
road Commission of Alabaipa shall give adequate relief 
by raising or permitting to be raised any such rate or 
rates as may be found to be unreasonably low, to such 
rate or rates as will be found to be reasonable after such 
trial. If, after suchi, said Railroad Commission shall fail 
or refuse for thirty days to give the relief which the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad considers it is entitled to 
receive, said Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Coiripany shall 
not be deemed to have in any way waived or surrendered 
any of its legal rights to relief in any court of competent 
jurisdiction, and its rights to such relief shall not be 
impaired, or in any way prejudiced by this agreement, 
or by the fact that said rates have been put into effect 
and have been given a trial under this agreement. 
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It is further understood and asrreed that if the said 
Atlantic Coast Line, Railroad Company shall keep the 
said commodity and passenger rates in effect for six 
months from the 10th day of December, 1907, the trial 
thus given shall constitute a reasonable trial as to either 
or both. 

It is further understood and agreed that nothing in 
this agreement shall in any way affect or prejudice the 
rights of the said Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 
in respect to obtaining any relief as to any other freight 
rate than the said commodity rates now or hereafter 
enforced, either before the Railroad Commission of Ala- 
bama or in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Eighth. It is agreed and understood that no rights 
or interests of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 
shall be affected adversely in respect to the rates and 
matters covered by this agreement by any legislation to 
be enacted at any extra session of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama held prior to the next regular session of the Legis- 
lature, and that the Governor and the Railroad Commis- 
sion of Alabama will do all things necessary on the part 
of the State to protect the said Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company in respect to the r&tes and matters by this 
agreement.

First. That no arrier in Alabama shall be required to 
accept less than 10 cents for any single fare, full or half 
rate, even though the actual fare at the regular mileage 
rate would be less than that amount.* 

Second. That unless a passenger boards a train at a 
station where there is no ticket office, the carrier may 
charge and collect from such passenger, 15 cents in addi- 
tion to the price of the ticket at the agent's rate. 

Third. That, where the price of a ticket at the regular 
rate would amount to any figure between two multiples 
of five, it may be made that myltiple of five which is 
nearest, or, in the event that the amount is equi-distant 
between two multiples of five, the price charged for the 
ticket may be the higher of these two multiples of five.

One thousand mile books, intra-state, and in- 
terchangeable with such of the solvent roads of the State 
as will consent, limited to one individual, at two cents per 
mile, and good only in the hands of the purchaser, the 
name of the purchaser to be furnished at the time of 
purchase of the book and entered thereon. 

Third. Five hundred mile books, at 2l^ cents per 
mile, good for heads of families and dependent members 
thereof, intra-state, and non-intei:changeable, the names 
of the families to be furnished at the time of purchase 
and entered thereon.

Barge Rates, Roles and Regulations Applicable on the Alabama 
and Tombigbee Rivers and Tributaries. 

RATES 

The rates for barge service shall be, and ihey are hereby made 
sixty (60) per cent of ihe present legal freight tariffs applicable 
on the above rivers. 

RXJLES AND REGULATIONS 
1. 

(a) A barge shipment, to which above rates are applicable, shall 
be made to one consignee and to one destination; shall be loaded 
and unloaded by shipper or consignee, and ihe minimum weight 
thereof shall be one hundred (100) tons. 

(b) A barge shipment as defined above, consisting of articles of 
different classes, and taking different rates, the combined weights 
of which are less than one hundred tons, will be accepted at barge 
rates, provided, that the number of tons necessary to complete the 
minimum weight of one hundred tons, shall be charged for at iht 
highest rate taken by any article composing the shipment. 

2. 

Where transportation companies furnish barges for the move- 
ment of goods requiring protection from iht elements, said trans- 
portation company will be required to furnish the necessary tar- 
paulins for said protection.

(Consignee 
or shipper will be required to pay tiiree ($3.00) dollars per day for 
each barge in their possession exceeding the free time granted for 
loading and unloading.
